ROBBING PROVIDENCE 
OF THE GREDIT 


It is amusing to hear Honourable J. 
A. Robb pointing to the favourable 
balance of trade as a proof of the good 
that the King Government is doing 
the country. And yet this is what he 
actually did recently at Trenton. He 
said that on the 12 months ending 
September, exports exceeded imports 
by $260,000,000. Them comparing this 
with an excess of imports ‘over ex- 
ports amounting to $26,000,000 during 
the 12 months ending March, 1921, 
he said: “See what a great change we 
have wrought since the days of the 
Meighen regime.” 

Mr. Robb did not tell his audience 
that the heavy exports of the trade 
period he referred to, were due to the 
fact that last year Canada had the 
largest wheat crop in her history 
She raised about 500,000,000 bushels, 
or 70,000,000 more than she ever had 
done before. This enabled us to ex- 
port 294,000,000 bushels. 

What had the King Government to 
do with the producing of that great 
crop of wheat? Absolutely nothing 
It was the work of Providence alone 
But Honourable J. A, Robb claims the 
credit for it. This is the inference to 
be drawn from his remarks, if they 
mean anything. 

But if the King Government is to 
claim credit for the record crop of 
1924.it must also be charged with re. 
sponsibility for the light crop of the 
current year. The Government's own 
figures show that instead of raising 
450,000,000 bushels of wheat, as 
they did last year, this year the 
prairie provinces are only credited 
with 267,000,000 bushels, or about 
175,000,000 bushels less. Of course 
a government can’t be praised for a 
good crop or criticized for a bad one. 
which goes to show how ridiculous is 
Mr. Robb's claim of credit for the 
large favourable trade balance tha! 
followed the big crop of 1923. 

Nor did Mr. Robb make mention or 
the fact that to a very large extent the 
large favourable trade balance was 
due also in part to the jump in whea' 
prices. Just now wheat is selling for 
at least 50 cents a bushel more than 
it was at this time last year. No 
wonder that the export figures are 
higher, but Mr. Robb says nothing 
about this. 

Turning back to the year 1920-21 
with which Mr. Robb makes his com. 
parisons, what dos one find? In 
stead of a crop of nearly 500,000,000 
bushels of wheat, it was only 267,- 
189,000 bu-hels. If during that year 
of Mr. Movighen’s administration the 
crop had been anything like as big as 
it was last year, the trade balance 
would have been higher than it) was 
during the year that has recently 
closed. 

The truth js that the members ot 
the King Government are so short of 
arguments to prove that the country 
is prosperous that they have been 
compelled to claim gome of th” credit 
that r'ghtly belongs to Providence for 
the crops.

HENRY WINNER 
OF BY-ELECTION 
BY 24 VOTES 


Result Wae in Doubt Until Last Bal- 
lots Were Checked Up 


The only real excitement in the 
Edmonton by-election was on Friday 
afternoon, when, after fluctuating 
fortune had ebbed and flowed for 
two hours, as the Bartholomew second 
choice votes went ‘to first one and 
then the otherofthe remaining candi- 
dates, agents of the respective contes- 
tants agreed that W. T. Henry, Liber- 
al, was elected over A, F. Ewing, K. 
C., Conservative, by 25 votes, a figure 
which was later altered to 24. 

A recount will probably be asked 
for by Mr. Ewing's agent, but it is 
not considered Hkely that this will 
affect the final result to any great ex- 
tent, as challenged ballots, which were 
fairly numerous on both sides, would 
probably be about equally divided 


among the two candidates on the 
final count. 
Labor Party Plumped 
The final count gave Mr. Henry 


5472, and Mr. Ewing, 5448, and second 
choices on Mr. Bartholomew’s' votes 
just failed by 24 to enable the Con 
servative candidate to catch upon his 
opponent. Mr. Ewing can blame his 
defeat on plumping by that very sec- 
tion of the electorate which has al- 
ways urged the preferential ballot 
and proportional representation, and 
to whose continued pressure, the pres- 
ent election act is largely due—the 
Labor party. 

Counting of Bartholomew's second 
choices opened at 1.30 p.m. with 
agents of the various candidates pres- 
ent. Mr. Bartholomew had 4,306 first 
choice and Pelton second choice votes. 
Of these, 69 percent., or 2,972 ballots, 
were declared exhausted—that is, 
were either “plumpers,” or gave only 
one additional choice, and that was 
for Mr. Pelton, who was dropped from 
the contest on being declared Jlow 
man on the first count. 

Of the remaining Bartholomew’s 
ballots which gave second choices for 
either Mr. Henry or Mr. Ewing, 803 
went to Mr. Ewing, as against 458 for 
Mr. Henry, showing, as_ previously 
maintained, that any Labor second 
choices that went to an old line candi- 
date, would go to Mr. Ewing rather 
than to Mr. Henry.

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SIX YEARS OF PEACE 


Armistice Day this year brings to 
completion the sixth year since the 
ending of the Great War. They have 
not been easy years. ‘Hard times, 
restlessness and uneasiness amongst 
individuals and peoples, the testing 
of new ideas, and in some cases their 
rejection as of no avail, disappoint- 
ment at the failure of bright hopes— 
all these things have marked the 
years since the great Armistice Day. 
Yet gradually we have been settling 
down. In some parts of the world 
there is still little sign of real peace, 
but in Canada we may thankfully 
recognize that something like a real 
calm is gradually succeeding’ tthe 
storm. It is true that we are far from 
enjoying all round prosperity. We are 
coming slowly and unwillingly to 
recognize that the war has left deep 
marks on our economic fabric, that we 
are all poorer because of it, and that 
only time and hard work can bring 
back to us a full measure of well- 
being. Yet even so, things are im- 
proving. Constructive plans laid on 
sober lines of common sense are be- 
ginning to produce solid results. Fan- 
tastic ideas of short cuts to earthly 
paradise are disappearing. The flow 
of immigration is beginning again, 
and is doing so on a considerably 
euperior basis of organization than in 
former years. Our farmers are aban 
doning their traditional policy of 
{solation and individualism for an 
increasing degree of co-operation. Ex- 
treme measures in politics are less in 
favour than they were a short while 
ago. There is less feverish extrava- 


gance and more of caution and re-, 


straint amongst public and 
governing bodies. 
good deal as a people since 1914, and 
the six years since the armistice have 
gradually brought us to realize that 
fact. We are wider in our outlook 
and less inclined to youthful im- 
patience of anything approaching to 
criticism. 

These things are good. They meau 
thaf Canada ‘has recovered from the 
war probably, more swiftly and more 
completely than the great majority of 
the nations of the world. We have 
certainly great advantages. Although{ 
our wounds and losses in the war! 
werg exceedingly severe, especially in 
proportion to our total population, 
yet our great undeveloped wealth ‘has' 
helped and will help us to heal our! 
wounds and make good our losses. In 
a country which has so much to do in, 
the way of development as Canada, 


which has a not unreasonable confi- 


our

dence in a great future, there is less 
inclination to brood over our injuries 
and our difficulties than is the case in 
some countries, which have to ask 
themselves whether they are ever 
likely to recover from the crushing 
effects of the war. 

It is perhaps correct to say that in 
the first years after the war people 
were absorbed by the idea of re-estab 
lishment, of getting back to the posi- 
tion they were in before the war. That 
absorption seems to be fading now, 
and we are thinking not so much of 
getting back to old positions as of 
advancing to new and better ones 
We are again looking forward instead 
of looking back. Having so turned 
our eyes again to the future, we may 
go on, not forgetful of the past, but 
keeping it in our minds as a_ thing 
for gratitude in respect of dangers 
overcome, and for guidance ‘in 
respect of difficulties ahead. Diff- 
culties we shall certainly meet, but 
remembering what has been done al 
ready, we can face them in confidence 
and believe that they will not be too 
much for us,

THE GENERAL ELECTION 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Great Britain is just over another 
general election, the third in less than 
three years. The main issues which 
provoked the election were the Camp- 
bell prosecution and the Russian 
treaty. The Campbell prosecution 
was the prosecution of an editor of a 
Communist paper for publishing an 
article inciting the men of the fighting 
forces to mutiny. The prosecution 
was Withdrawn on the eve of trial and 
the aliegation of the Conservatives 
and Liberals was that it was with- 
drawn owing to irregular political 
pressure applied to the Government by 
the extremists of their party. The ob 
jection to the Russian treaty was that 
under it the British Government was 
to some extent committed to guaran- 
teeing a loan to the Bolshevist Govern 
ment of Russia. Though these were 
both important issues and played a 
considerable part in the decision of 
the election, yet it seems as if the 
real issue was a somewhat wider one 
Mr. Wheatley, the Labour Minister of 
Public Health, stated at the very out 
set of the election campaign that what 
was involved was a class war, and it 
is to be feared that his description 
was correct. It looks as if there was 
invalved a real challenge to the estab- 
lished social order in Great Britain 
It is true that the Labour Govern. 
ment’s record in the comparatively 
short time it held office, was marked 
by both moderation and no little capa- 
city, but there is ground for believ 
ing that the moderation was imposed 
only by weakness and not chosen with 
enthusiasm. Behind the Labour lead- 
ers, whose honesty and capacity has 
earned general respect in and out of 
Parliament, there were ranged men 
whose violence and extremism roused 
a considerable amount of fear that if 
the Labour party had a real majority, 
the leaders would have to abandon 
moderation or be swept away by th2 
fiery spirits in their train. 

There can be nothing but satisfac- 
tion at the sweeping way in which the 
electorate in Great Britain dealt with 
the problem. Although urged to sup- 
port the Labor or Socialist candidates

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MAIL-ORDER ADVERTISING 


(Three Rivers Chronicle)’ 


If, for the past six years the “Chron- 
icle”’ has, in these columns’ been 
preaching the doctrine of “buy-at- 
home” that fact does not deter us 
from drawing attention to some of 
the more admirable points of the mail- 
order houses’ policy, and the short- 
coming of our own local merchants: 

For example, let us take the ques- 
tion of advertising. Just recently a 
Three Rivers merchant claimed bit- 
terly that the mail-order house was 
not obliged to advertise as extensive- 
ly as the local merchant, “trade just 
came to them.” This would be almost 
comic were it not so patently ridicu- 
lous. Far from being chary of adver- 
tising, the large mail-order houses an- 
nually expend millions of dolars in 
presenting their goods to the atten- 
tion of potential customers. 

Take, for insance, the catalogues 
which flood this district twice a year. 
The cost of each ofthese volumes is in 
the neighborhood of $6.00. Think of 
it, $6.00 spent to reach one family. For 
the expenditure of the same amount in 
newspaper advertising the local mer- 
chant can reach upwards of a thous- 
and families, while in addition his 
sales-appeal does not remain unchang- 
ed for six months but can be varied 
from day to day, and from week to 
week. 

In newspaper advertising, the local 
merchant finds his surest method of 
defence against the aggression of out- 
side mail-order houses. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that the 
mere presence of a mail-order cata- 
logue in the home serves the same 
purpose as a “silent salesman,” and 
actually makes sales from time to 
time. Now, if a catalogue, which al- 
ways remains the same, _ exercises 
such potent influences, how much 
more valuable would be a timely and 
attractive newspaper advertisement, 
made to answer the exigencies of the 
merchant’s stock and carrying a fresh 
appeal to the homes in which it circu- 
dates. 

We have every sympathy with the 
St. Maurice Valley merchant who com- 
plains that too much good Trifluvian 
money annually finds its way to the 
mail-order houses, but we have little 
or none for the retailer who does not 
avail himself of his indubitable oppor- 
tunities to check this efflux. Amongst 
the most formidable weapons with 
which he may combat the competition 
of outside firms is local newspaper 
advertising, and unless he makes a 
more consistent use of this medium 
he can never be justified in stating 
that he ‘has taken the necessary steps 
to see that local money is kept ir 
circulation here, instead of being sent 
outside of the district.

NEW CABINET 


SOME SURPRISES IN PERSONNEL 


London, Nov, 7.—Stanley Baldwin 
the new prime minister, has lost no 
time in drawing up the list of his new 
cabinet which was submitted to and 
approved by the king last night. The 
king will hold a privy council at Buck- 
ingham Palace this morning for the 
transfer of the seals of office from the 
old to the new ministers. 

The selection of Winston Churchill 
as chancellor of the exchequer was 
definitely announced.

On the whole the new cabinet is 
likely to be well received by the coun- 
try, but Premier Baldwin supplied two 
first-class surprises, the first, in kill- 
ing the fatted calf for Churchill, a 
new-comer to the ranks of Conserva- 
tism, which he deserted 20 years ago, 
and the second, which is generally 
held to be a consequence of the first, 
in the exclusion of Sir Robert Steven- 
son Horne.

SMALLPOX HITS MINNESOTA; 
CAME FROM WESTERN CANADA 


Minneapolis, Nov. 3.—A black small- 
pox epidemic in this city has taken 
a total of 27 lives since October 1, and 
approximately 116 cases have been re- 
ported, according to health officials 
here. 

The disease was classified by Dr. A. 
J. Chesley, secretary of the state 
board of health, as “malignant or 
hemorrhagic smallpox.” 

According to latest reports, the total 
number of deaths throughout this 
State was given as 60 sfnce last Janu- 
ary out of a total of 288 cases. The 
disease is believed to have been intro- 
duced into Minnesota through an 
itinerant laborer who came from west- 
ern Canada. St. Louis county, Duluth, 
at last reports has suffered 26 deaths 
since January.

The three weeks of excellent 
threshing weather which has prevail- 
ed throughout Alberta was brought to 
a termination on October 30 by a 
heavy fall of wet snow which was 
general over practically the whole 
province. While threshing of wheat is 
practically cleaned up save for a few 
isolated places, therg is still consid- 
erable quantities of oats and other 
late grains’ in stook, which will. suffer 
as a result of the storm, and threshing 
of this grain will be postponed for 
two or three weeks. Under date of 
this report the snow {is still upon the 
ground and’ the weather fairly | cold. 
There is very little frost in the 
ground as yet, and’ the soil will bene- 
fit to a’certain extent from storage of 
moisture as a result of the snow, 
which was preceded in most districts 
by rain. 

As returns of threshing begin to ar 
rive at the department, there is 
ample substantiation for the previous 
statements that a large area of the 
province will display very low yields 
of wheat and other grains. These 
will be offset to a certain extent by 
very good yields in the more favored 
districts, particularly in the south- 
western districts, where quite heavy 
yields are being reported. The aver- 
age over the province for all grains, 
however, will be considerably below 
the average of last year. The grade 
of all grain tends to be low due to 
frost and to second growth, resulting 
in the marketing of green and tough 
grain. Considerable complaint has 
been made of the grading on this 
account. 

Practically no fall plowing has been 
done in the province, due to delays in 
threshing operations. 

Over the greater part of the prov- 
ince the supply of feed for the winter 
months is satisfactory, although there 
is a reported shortage in the _south- 
eastern districts. Livestock generally 
is in good condition, and since large 
numbers arg being marketed, there 
should be no difficulty about feed 
during the coming winter. 

fin the irrigated districts there is a 
iarge surplus of alfalfa hay of excel- 
lent quality. Considerable alfalfa 
seed has also been produced. 

Steady and consistent progress is 
recorded in the dairy industry, and 
there will be more than a 20 percent. 
increase in production this year. A 
very large increase is also recorded 
in the amount of surplus butter for ex- 
port.

THE LARGEST ANIMALS 
THE WORLD HAS KNOWN 


Just as the flying dragons lorded 
over the air, so great creatures 
known as the dinosaurs were the 
rulers of land animals millions of 
years ago, when the earth was young. 

The name “dinosaur” describes 
these animais, for that name means 
“terrible Hzard.” They were scatter- 
ed over all the world, but most of 
them were found in the United States 

They ranged in size from the siz3 
of a chicken to giant creatures that 
would look beside an elephant just 
like an elephant looks beside a rat. 
When one of these large creatures 
stood with ‘all four feet on the 
ground, his legs were so tall that he 
could look right in the first floor 
window of your house without raising 
his neck. 

Were Too Large 

They were mostly very funny 
looking animals, with big, heavy bod- 
ies, long necks, and very tiny heads, 
Their great size made them weak 
rather than strong. Their large 
bodies werg hard to manage. Some. 
times they would sink in quicksand 
and would flop around without being 
able to pull themselves out, and in 
this way many of them perished. 

Some of these animals were six- 
teen feet high and eighty feet long. 
One of the plant-eaters could raise 
his neck and eat a shoot right off 
the top of the tree. An enemy could 
not creep up on him, because his 
head was ilike a lighthouse on a 
lookout tower. He could see over 
the tops of everything. If ong of 
them was living today he wouldn't 
have a bit of trouble looking right 
over the top of a three-storey house 
when he reared up on his hind legs. 
We wonder how the mouth of his 
tiny head took in enough food for 
that big body. However, he was a 
reptile, which means that he belonged 
to the same family as the snake, and 
reptiles do not eat much—some of 
them can get along for days without 
eating anything at all. 

Impulses Travelled Slowly 

The animal was so long that it 
took two seconds for a nerve impulse 
to travel his Jength. Yon know how, 
if you toucha hot stove, the nerves on 
your finger telegraph that fact to your 
brain and the brain sends back a mes- 
Sage to take that finger away. You 
learned about that in physiology. The 
message travels so fast that we say 
we take our finger away instantly. 
But if some one stepped on this ani- 
mal’s tail, it would take him two 
whole seconds to realize that fact, bo- 
cause it was so far from his tall to 
his head, 

The “terrible lizard” ‘was supposed 
to ‘have a harmless and placid disposi- 
tion, but not all the members of his 
family were that way. There was 
one kind known as “the plated _liz- 
ard” that must have terrified the 
others, for he had spikes on his tall 
and hard lumps ol] over his body, 
down the centre of which were bony 
crests that were two feet long and 
stuck up as much as two feet high. 
His hind legs were twice as tall as a 
man. There was another “terrible 
Hzard" which had three horns. 

Lived in Water 

It is believed that all of these ant- 
mals could swim and lived for a part 
of the time in the water. The largest 
animals could go waddling around in 
deep bodies of water and not get 
their heads wet at all. They could 
go swimming around with their 
necks held upright and watch for 
enemies all along the shore and far 
beyond. 

When many of them were together, 
1f you heard them approaching you 
would have thought that nearby there 
must be a terrible storm with great 
rolls of thunder, so loud would be the 
noise of their immense feet as’ they 
touched the ground. ‘ 

Skin May Have Varied 


We do not know just what sort ot 


skin these animals had. It is believ 
“ted that some of them had __ thick, 
leathery skin, ike the _ elephant. 


Others may have been covered with 
little scales, like some of the lizards 
today. 

What a sight it must have been to 
have seen a fight between two of 
these “terrible lizards.” From their 
skeletons, and the way in which they 
were found, we know that many of 
them died as the result of fierce bat-
